MARY f day. Tt is to bo regrotied that this piotare
cannnt be exhibited in this city for n suMolent time
to allow all who are interested in Philadelphin st to
see il We find it imposaible, howaover, to got up
Bpring exhibition here at our Academy of Fine Arta,
and (t will be noeossaty to go to New York to find
out what Phlladelphia artists have been doing.

Among the other plotures by Moran at Earles' are
some which are distinguished by the best qualitios
of hisstyle, both in oll and water colors, Among
them the most noticenble are “Ragle Clr:" “A
Squally Day at Newport;” “A Headland (b the Bay
of Fandy;" “A View of Philndelphia;” and a fine
gray-toned pleture entitied “The Sen.”
